The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  read  by  its  Chair- 
man, James  A.  Bryan,  Esq.,  and  on  motion  the  same  is  adopted. 

On  motion  of  George  Green,  Esq.,  the  reading  of  the  reports 
of  the  other  officers  is  dispensed  with. 

Nomination  for  Directors  on  the  part  of  the  private  stock- 
holders being  declared  in  order  D.  W.  Patrick,  Esq.,  placed  in 
nomination  the  following  gentlemen,  viz: — C.  E.  Foy,  Henry 
Weill,  Dempsey  Wood  and  E.  C.  Duncan. 

T.  A.  Green,  W.  L.  Arendell  are  appointed  tellers. 

A  ballot  being  taken  C.  E.  Foy,  Henry  Weil,  Dempsey  Wood 
rnd  E.  C.  Duncan  each  receive  985  votes,  which  being  the  entire 
vote  represented  at  the  meeting  they  are  declared  unanimously 
elected.

Meadows. 

There  being  no  other  nominations  on  motion  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  for  the  above  named 
gentlemen.  It  is  accordingly  done  and  they  each  receiving  1,335 
votes  are  declared  duly  elected. 

On  motion  of  George  Green  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Stockholders  was  ordered  held  at  Morehead  City  on  the  4th 
Thursday  in  September  1899.

PRESIDENT'S    REPORT. 


New  Bern,  N.  C,  Sept.  20th,  1898. 
To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  &  N.  O.  Railroad  Company. 

Gentlemen: — We  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  considera- 
tion, the  44th  Annual  Report  of  the  condition,  operation,  and  finan- 
cial standing  of  your  road,  at  the  end  of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

We  assumed  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Company  on 
the  12th  day  of  April  last.  We  found  an  iron  bridge  being  construct- 
ed across  Neuse  river,  near  Kinston,  which  had  been  planned  bj^  the 
former  management,  Mr.  Hancock,  at  a  cost  of  ($5,587.06)  Fifty-five 
Eighty-seven  and  6-100  Dollars,  which  was  pushed  to  completion. 
The  bridge  was  accepted  from  the  contractors,  and  the  amount  paid 
in  full. 

We  extended  the  siding  at  Hines  Bros.  Mills  in  conjunction  with 
the  Coast  Line  at  a  cost  to  this  Company  of  something  near  One 
Hundred  Dollars. 

We  put  in  siding  at  Ice  plant  in  Morehead  City,  at  a  small  cost 
to  this  Company,  which  has  proved  to  be  a  good  investment. 

We  made  an  agreement  with  the  Cotton  Seed  Oil  plant  people, 
near  the  city  of  New  Bern,  to  build  them  a  siding  from  the  Company's 
main  line,  which  has  been  constructed,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the 
management  of  this  Company,  will  be  a  paying  investment. 

We  have  made  a  contract  with  the  Blades'  Lumber  Company,  on 
the  South  side  of  Trent  river  to  construct  a  siding  from  the  Company's 
main  line  to  their  lumber  mills,  which  will  cost  near  Two  Thousand 
Dollars. 

We  have  repaired  the  railroad  bridge  across  Trent  river  near 
New  Bern;  repaired  the  warehouse  and  wharves  at  Morehead  City; 
built  a  new  platform  at  Dover;  built  an  addition  to  the  freight  depot 
at  Kinston,  for  the  expedient  handling  of  the  tobacco  delivered  to 
this  compan3r  by  the  warehouse  men  and  dealers  for  shipment,  at  a 
cost  of  about  Three  Hundred  Dollars. 

We  purchased  at  the  instance  of  the  Road  Master,  Mr.  T.  D. 
Hewitt,  a  hoisting  engine,  for  the  purpose  of  driving  the  piles  at 
Morehead  City  wharves,  and  the  Companj'-'s  wharves  in  the  city  of 
New  Bern. 

We  purchased  within  the  last  sixty  days  one  hundred  tons  of 
steel  rail,  fifty  tons  of  which  has  been  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
sidings  heretofore  mentioned,  the  other  fifty  tons  is  still  on  hand,  for 
the  purpose  of  building  the  Blades  siding. 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT— Continued. 


There  is  still  an  unsettled  claim  against  this  company,  made  by 
the  Richmond  Locomotive  Works,  upon  a  contract,  made  by  Mr.  W. 
S.  Chadwick,  the  former  President  of  this  Company,  and  Mr.  Thos. 
Daniels,  Chairman  of  the  Company's  Finance  Committee,  with  the 
Richmond  Locomotive  Works,  for  the  construction  of  one  shifting-  en- 
gine. The  contract  and  order  was  immediately  annulled  by  Mr. 
Robert  Hancock,  the  former  President,  but  the  Richmond  people  still 
claim  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Hundred  and  Forty-Four  Dollars.  There 
has  been  several  letters  passed  between  the  Richmond  Locomotive 
people,  and  the  management  of  your  Company,  and  we  have  been  in 
person  to  Richmond  to  try  and  settle  the  matter,  but  have  failed,  up 
to  date.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Master  Mechanic  of  this  Company, 
Mr.  W.  R.  Warters,  the  claim  is  entirely  too  much,  and  we  recom- 
mend that  a  reasonable  compromise  be  offered. 

We  purchased  some  ten  days  ago  from  the  Baldwin  Locomotive 
Works  of  Philadelphia  one  freight  and  passenger  engine  of  the  size 
and  construction,  as  recommended  by  Mr.  W.  R.  Warters,  who  in 
company  with  myself  visited  the  Richmond  Locomotive  Works,  and 
the  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works,  and  after  examining  the  plans  and 
construction  of  both  builders,  and  prices  submitted,  decided  to  pur- 
chase from  the  Baldwin  people,  at  the  price  of  Sixty-Five  Hundred 
Dollars,  delivered  on  this  Company's  tracks  in  the  city  of  New  Bern. 

We  have  compromised  and  settled  the  suit,  brought  by  the  ad- 
ministratrix of  one  Kade,  that  was  supposed  to  have  been  run  over 
and  killed  by  this  Company's  train  at  Kinston  about  two  years  ago, 
for  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars,  which  amount  has  been  paid 
to  the  administratrix. 

We  have  purchased  thirty  log  cars  at  a  cost  of  ($3,400)  Thirty- 
Four  Hundred  Dollars,  and  are  still  in  need  of  other  cars  for  hauling 
logs,  we  purchased  all  equipments  and  road  supplies  strictly  for 
cash,  thereby  saving  largely  for  the  Company. 

The  management,  under  Mr.  Hancock,  declared  a  dividend  of 
one  per  cent,  due  and  payable  on  the  15th  of  last  October,  and  the 
present  management  declared  an  additional  dividend  of  one  per  cent, 
due  and  payable  July  1st,  1898,  making  a  total  of  two  per  cent,  for 
the  last  fiscal  year. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  call  your  attention  to  the  reports 
of  the  heads  of  the  seve.ral  departments,  which  gives  in  detail  the 
operations  of  your  road  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  and  of  the  condition 
of  the  Company's  property  and  road  bed.

Your  Committee  attended  regularly  at  the  office  of  the  Company 
and  examined  in  detail  the  books,  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the 
Treasurer  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1898,  and  found  them 
neatly  and  correctly  kept,  and  all  disbursements  evidenced  by  ap- 
proved vouchers. 

Your  Committee  finds  that  the  total  amount  of  money  that  came 
into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  from  all  sources  for  the  year  ending

The  Bridges  and  Trestles  are  in  good  condition,  Road  bed  good1 
except  where  gravel  is  wanted,  I  would  call  especial  attention  to  the 
urgent  need  of  supplying  this  want. 

The  constant  need  of  all  our  force  in  repairing  Bridges  &c.  has 
prevented  some  small  necessary  repairs  at  several  points,  which  we 
shall  make  at  our  earliest  convenience. 

The  Carpenter  and  Paint  Shops  are  in  bad  repair  and  should 
be  put  in  better  condition  without  delay. 

I  would  recommend  substituting  split  switches  for  all  stubs  yet 
in  use  on  main  line,  this  is  necessary,  not  only  to  promote  smoother 
passage,  thereby  lessening  strain  on  machinery,  but  to  greatly 
lessen  the  danger  to  rapid  passing  trains.
